Tito’s condition remains grave 

BELGRADE, March 8 (R)— President Tito's condition remains 
grave and he is still being kept alive with the help of an artificial 
kidney machine, his doctors said today. It was the first time in four 
days that the condition of the 87-year-old Yugoslav leader was 
described as grave. Three previous medical bulletins this week 
said he was unchanged. Today's bulletin mentioned his kidney 
trouble for the first rime since doctors reported two weeks ago 
that a dialysis support machine, used to purify the bloodstream, 
was keeping him alive. There was no indication in the bulletin, 
however, that his kidneys had worsened. "Because the func- 
tioning of the kidneys had not been restored, the use of an arti- 
ficial kidney is continuing." it said. Medical sources said the 
bulletin did not appear unduly alarming, as there had been vir- 
tually no hope that his kidney failure could be overcome, except 
by artificial means.

Mr. Qotbzadeh said last night 
he was preparing to go to the 
occupied compound to take cus- 
tody of the hostages sometime 
today. 

But the students disputed his 
claim that he had the specific back- 
ing for the transfer from 
revolutionary leader Ayatollah 
RuholJah Khomeini. 

The row deepened when the 
ayatollah’s office issued a midday- 
message saying he was remaining 
silent on the issue of the hostage 
transfer. 

Polisario claims 
defeating large 
Moroccan force 

ALGIERS, March 8 (R) - West- 
ern Saharan guerrillas said today 
they had defeared a 7,000-strong 
Moroccan force after a six-day 
battle in southern Morocco this 
month. 

The Polisario Front, which is 
fighting for an independent Sah- 
ara, said in a communique issued 
in Algiers that 1,357 troops of the 
Moroccan Zellaka force had been 
"knocked out” and 29 captured. 
Morocco has not issued a report 
‘on the battle. 

The Zellaka force had been set 
up north of Marrakesh and was to 
move down to take control of the 
north of the Western Sahara, 
informed sources said. A similar 
task force, the Uhud operation, 
had been dispatched earlier to the 
southern part of the phosphate- 
rich desert, the sources said. 

The Zellaka force, named after 
a Moroccan victory over rhe 
Spaniards nine centuries ago. was 
intercepted by the Polisario on 
March I in the region of the Wadi 
Draa which marks the beginning 
of the Sahara Desert in southern 
Morocco. 

The Polisario said the battle, the 
bloodiest since the guerrillas 
stormed the western Sahara’s sec- 
ond biggest town of Smara last 
October, constituted "a warning 
to the expansionist and blindly 
intransigent Moroccan regime.” 
According to Polisario leaders, 
Mauritania should have formally 
handed over the southern part of 
the disputed territory to the guer- 
rillas last Tuesday under secret, 
clauses in the agreement. On that 
day. King Hassan of Morocco flew 
to Dakhla, the main city' in the 
south, in a demonstration of 
sovereignty. 

Also on Tuesday. Polisario 
leaders made their first visit to 
Mauritania. 

Informed sources said the visit 
was linked with the peace agree- 
ment which the Polisario has 
urged Mauritania to enforce fully. 


It reaffirmed <his earlier state- 
ments that the fate of the Ameri- 
cans would be decided by Iran’s 
yet-to-be-elecied parliament, due 
to assemble in late April. 

The Revolutionary Council 
tonight held an unscheduled meet- 
ing to receive a report from the 
foreign minister. 

He left the meeting to tell repor- 
ters he was prepared to step down 
as the council’s representative but 
the students would have to obey 
any replacement. 

The students said they would 
await a visit from government rep- 
resentatives other than Mr. 
Qotbzadeh. 

A student spokesman told 
Reuters the issue of the hostages’ 
transfer was now up to the nation 
to decide. 

"If the Revolutionary Council 
introduces a representative or 
representatives the transfer of the 
■hostages will be possible but the 
reaction of the people here will 
show whether they agree or not.’’ 
the spokesman said. 

Pro-student crowds built up at 
the embassy throughout the day 
and had reached almost 10.000 by 
the time at which Foreign Minister 
Qotbzadeh was due to take the 
hostages into government cus- 
tody. 

Revolutionary court judge 
Ayatollah Sadeq KhalkhaJL a 
close aide of Ayatollah Khomeini, 
went to the embassy this after- 
noon to talk to the students. 

• In a short address broadcast 
over loudspeakers on the com- 
pound walls, he said: “We will not 
give in to internal compromises... 
Surrender for the Iranian nation is 
contemptible and shameful.” 

The hostage transfer, which 
early today was running smoothly. 


appeared to break down over a 
series of contradictory statements 
and reports about Ayatollah 
Khomeini’s stand on the issue. 

The statement from his office 
apparently referred to a report in 
today’s Bamdad newspaper quot- 
ing President Abol Hassan Bani- 
Sadr as saying Ayatollah Kho- 
meini had raised the issue of a hos- 
tage transfer at a meeting the two 
men had last Thursday. ~ 

But in a statement to Tehran 
Radio President Bani-Sadr denied 
the Bamdad report and said the 
suggestion had in fact been raised 
at the meeting by the revolutio- 
nary leader's son, Ahmad Kho- 
meini. 

Mr. Qotbzadeh. meanwhile, 
told the radio he had only claimed 
to have Ayatollah Khomeini's 
specific backing for the transfer on 
the basis of a report given to the 
Revolutionary Council last 
Thursday by President Bani-Sadr. 

The students reiterated today 
that they proposed the transfer of 
the hostages — held since last 
November 4 to force the extrad- 
ition of the deposed Shah — 
because they could not comply 
with a government order to allow 
an international team to make a 
humanitarian visit to ali the hos- 
tages. 

The five-member commission, 
which arrived in Tehran two 
weeks ago with the two-fold brief 
of investigating the former Shah’s 
crimes and seeing the hostages, 
delayed its planned departure on 
Thursday in the hope of still mak- 
ing the visit. 

If the proposed transfer even- 
tually take place, the commission 
visit will go ahead as soon as poss- 
ible. 


To avert further disasters 

Hussein urges Giscard to 
‘personally’ take initiative 

AMMAN, March 8 (JT) - His Majesty King Hussein tonight called 
on French President Valery Giscard d’Estaing 6 L personally to take the 
initiative to avert further disasters (in the Middle East) and open the way for 
a just peace (in the region)”. 


The King was addressing the 
visiting French president during a 
dinner banquet given in his and 
Mrs. Giscard d'Estaing's honour 
at Basman Palace. 

In reply President Giscard 
d'Estaing said: "France intends to 
do everything in her power in 
liaison with her European 
partners to further the search for a 
peace settlement.” 

“We appeal to you. and to all 
peace-loving leaders to make a 
revaluation of this explosive situ- 
ation in the region and to work 
within the European Community 
group and at the international 
level to bring about a just peace to 
the Middle East”, the King said. 

King Hussein said that since 
1 967 France has played an "hon- 
' ourable and just role” and 
through "my discussions with you 
of this problem. I have fell deep 
French understanding" of the 
situation. 

He reiterated that "the Pales- 
tine problem is the crux of the 
Middle East dispute and the bases 
for a just solution of the problem 
starts with the recognition of the 
national rights of the Palestinian 
people and giving it the right to 
self determination on its home- 
land.” 

King Hussein emphasised that 
"peace in this part of the world is 
an integral part of world peace, 
that the stability and security of 
this region are prerequisites for 
the security and stability of 
Europe and that there will be no 
just and durable peace in the reg- 
ion without Israeli withdrawal 
from all occupied Arab territories, 
including Arab Jerusalem*'. 

Jordan has refused to be party 
to the Camp David agreements 
"because they do not recognise 
the Palestinian people's legitimate 
rights and because they ignore the 
role of the other Arab and inter- 
national parties, foremost of 
which is the Palestinian people, on 
whose participation a just and 
comprehensive peace depends”. 
King Hussein said. 

These agreements, he said, do 
not deal with the problem on a 
comprehensive basis. “We have 
realised from the beginning that 
the .unilateral Egyptian initiative 
will lead to a dead end, and there- 
fore we directed all our efforts 
towards building up the Arab 
indigenous strength and concerted 
all our efforts with the Arab states 
towards this end at the Tunis and 
Baghdad summit conferences, 
.with the hope of achieving a just 
and comprehensive peace,” the 
King said.

Genscher reaffirms support for 
Palestinian self-determination 


CAIRO. March 8 CAP) -West 
German Foreign Minister Hans 
Dietrich Genscher said after an 
hour-long meeting with Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat today that 
the need for a solution to the Mid- 
dle East problem was “more 
urgent than ever.” 

Mr. Genscher. appearing at a 
joint news conference with Pres- 
ident Sadat, reaffirmed West 
Germany's support for Palestinian 
self-determination and said there 
was “growing support and grow- 
ing understanding of this policy.” 

Mr. Genscher evaded questions 
about how Palestinian self- • 
determination should be 
achieved, mentioning neither the 
stalled Palestinian autonomy talks 
nor a British-sponsored initiative 
to introduce a new U.N. resol- 
ution on the Middle East. "Peace 
must include as part of any agreed 
settlement the right of the PaJes- 
tinian people to self- 
determination as well as the right 
of all countries of the region, 
including Israel, to live in safe and 
recognised borders.” he said. 

Mr. Sadat told reporters West 
Germany was “playing a very 
important pioneer role not only in 


the sphere of peace for Europe but 
for- peace in the region and the 
whole world.” 

He said his talks with Mr. 
Genscher were “fruitful” and the 
views "as always identical”. 

Mr. Genscher spent only eight 
hours in Egypt enroute home from 
a joint meeting of Asian and 


European foreign ministers in 
Kuala Lumpur, Malaysia. 

Before meeting Mr. Sadat ar the 
Egyptian leader’s countryside 
villa north of Cairo, Mr. Genscher 
was briefed on the progress of the 
tripartite Palestinian autonomy 
llaksbv Prime Minister Mustapha 
Khalil. 


Junblatt, Gemayel support 
national unity in Lebanon 

PARIS. March 8 (R) — Two Lebanese party leaders-one a leftist 
and one a rightist-said last night they supported calls for national 
unity in their country and opposed any return to the bloodv days of 
rhe 1975-76 civil war. 

Mr. Walid Junblatt, president of the Lebanese Progressive Social- 
ist Party, and Mr. Amin Gemayel, leaderof the Phalangist Party, told 
a French radio interviewer they both recognised the problem of 
Palestinian refugees in the Lebanon as a main cause for concern. 

• Mr. Gemayel said: “The Palestinian cause must not become rhe 
Lebanese cause. Other than that all is negotiable.” But Mr. Junblatt 
said: "It is time for the Lebanese to unify in aiding the Palestinians 
and to reject what is happening between Israel and Egypt in the 
Camp David process”. This was a reference to the Egypt-Israel-U.S. 
Camp David peace accords of September 197S. 

He said it was important to give the Palestinians a state of their own 
to which they could return from the refugee camps of Lebanon. 

The interviews of the two community leaders were being broadcast 
from different sections of Beirut. They were unable to meet in the 
same room for security rasons, the radio said. 


sisting with its policy of “evicting 
the Palestinian people from their 
homeland, creating new set- 
tlements and changing the 
spiritual, historic and demog- 
raphic character of Jerusalem in 
defiance of the international 
community's will and world con- 
science.” 

“This Israeli policy prompts us 
-to seek a just and comprehensive 
solution to the problem under the 
U.N. unbrella and with the par- 
ticipation of all parties con- 
cerned.” he added. 

Referring to rhe Euro-Arab 
dialogue, the King said that 
"strong economic, political, and 
cultural ties” have always charac- 
terised the relationship between 
Europe and the Arab World, and 
this historic fact "makes it encum- 
bent upon us to resume this dialo- 
gue with great determination to 
reach fruitful results.” 

Mr. Giscard d’Estaing said in 
his dinner speech that Jordan's 
history "is so intimately tied to the 
conflict which has lasted for thirty 
years. The will of France is to con- 
tribute to the establishment of a 
just and durable peace in the Near 
East." he said. 

"...We also know what close ties 


bind (your country) to the Pales- 
tinian people whom you received 
on your soil, this people whose 
aspiration for a homeland neither 
the exodus, nor the uprooting, nor 
the years have weakened.” Pres- 
ident Giscard d'Estaing said. 

“The right of each stale in the 
region to live in peace within its 
secure boundaries must be rec- 
ognised and guaranteed. This 
right to security is a universal 
right, as I indicated at the United 
Nations — in so far as that is con- 
cerned — France is aware of the 
legitimate preoccupations of the 
state of Israel. But Israel must 
recognise that its occupation, 
since 1967, of Arab territories 
cannot permit it to establish the 
peaceful relations with its 
neighbours to which it aspires.” he 
added. 

“Precise guarantees must be 
given to each of the states of the 
region by the permanent members 
of the Security Council in view of 
the special responsibilities they 
bear. That is an essential subject' 
for negotiations.” he said. 

"At the same time, the true 
nature of the Palestinian problem

President Valery Giscard d'Estaing led Jordanian and French deleg- 
ations in talks held at the Royal Hashemite Court this afternoon. 

The Jordanian-French talks dealt with regional developments, 
developments in the Palestinian issue, bases and means of achieving a 
just peace in the Middle East and guaranteeing the legitimate rights of 
the Palestinian people. 

The two rides reviewed the current international situation and the 
world economic order. 

They also discussed bilateral relations, scopes of cooperation, joint 
economic projects and means of strengthening economic, technical 
and cultural ties between the two countries. 

On the Jordanian side the talks were attended by His Highness 
Crown Prince Hassan, Prime Minister Sharif Abdul Hamid Sharaf, 
Chief of the Royal Hashemite Court Ahmad Lawzi, Court Minister 
Amer Kh a in mash. Commander-in -Chief or the Armed forces Lt.

Arafat says Giscard has 
taken first step for Europe 


PARIS. March S(AP)— Palestinian 
leader Yasser Arafat said in an 
interview published today that 
President Valery Giscard d’Esta- 
ing of France “has taken the first 
step for Europe” toward settling 
the Palestinian problem. 

He told the Paris newspaper le 
Monde that Mr. Giscard d'Esta- 
ing's recognition of the Pales- 
tinians' right to self-deter- 
mination, announced during the 
French leader's present Middle 
East tour, was "courageous and 
important.” 

Mr. Arafat said "France is 
doing a service to the whole region 
by countering the plot against the 
Palestinians that germinated in 


the Camp David accords." 

Mr. Arafat said he now was 
waiting for France to “draw more 
explicitly the conclusions of its 
own recognition of the right to 
self-determination of the Pales- 
tinian people, by proclaiming its 
right to an independent state." t'ol- 
lowed bv "full recognition of the 
PLO.” ’ 

France has already recognised 
the Palestinians' right to a "home- 
land," and has allowed the PLO to' 
maintain a presence in Paris. 

Mr. Arafat said that he had just 
been officially invited to visit 
Japan, and was awaiting a similar 
invitation to France.

AT THE beginning of his current official visit to Jordan, 
French President Valery Giscard d'Estaing remarked on 
the similarity of views between Jord.an and France “on all 
international and regional questions, especially the Pales- 
tinian problem which forms the crux of the Arab-lsraeli 
struggle." 

Jordan is profoundly award of the significance of the 
shared viewpoints which it has in common with the French 
Republic. 

As His Majesty King Hussein pointed out in his ban- 
quet address to the French president last night, Jordan 
considers that France has, since the Israeli aggression of 
1967, taken a positive and honourable stance with regard 
to the Arab-Zionist confrontation. 

After referring to Jordan's adherence to the common 
Arab stand adopted at the Baghdad and Tunis Arab sum- 
mit conferences. His Majesty urged the French president to 
take the initiative personally, using France’s good offices 
within the European Economic Community and on the 
international level, to promote a re-evaluation by the 
Western Powers of the entire Middle East conflict at its 
present explosive stage, with a view to helping the peace- 
loving countries of this region — the victims of aggression — 
to find ways of averting further travail and bloodshed. 

Whereas the initiative engendered by the Egyptian 
president and nurtured by the Americans has only brought 
the Middle East to a dangerous juncture marked by stale- 
mate. trickery and increased tension, the King has expre- 
ssed Jordan's confidence that a new way can be found, 
particularly one employing existing mechanisms of inter- 
national peacekeeping, to promote a just and durable 
peace settlement. 

President Giscard d’Estaing" s efforts to date in creating 
the climate for such an initiative have been noteworthy. He 
has unequivocally stated, in concert with King Hussein and 
with the other Arab leaders he has met during his Middle 
East tour, France’s support for the legitimate rights of the 
Palestinian people to self-determination. 

As King Hussein pointed out last nigfiV-it is the failure 
of the current American-sponsored initiative to address 
those rights that has caused Jordan to resist efforts to entice 
it into the Camp David negotiations. 

It is not France alone that stands to gain from any 
further initiative which President Giscard d'Estaing 
chooses to take, but all the peoples of the Middle East. 

He takes back to France, and to his European col- 
leagues, souvenirs not only of the friendship of the Arab 
people but of their passionate desire for peace. He shares 
with the Arab leaders an appreciation of where that peace 
must begin — with an unconditional Israeli withdrawal 
from the occupied Arab territories and the granting of 
Palestinian rights -- as well as of where it can ultimately 
lead — to the enhanced peace, stability and security of 
Europe and the entire world. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


ALRA'f: Before ana Using President Gi>Mrdif Esiaing’s statement (a ihc 
Jordan News Agency and discussing the hopes raised by his talks with His 
Majesty King Hussein, we renew our welcome to the prominent European 
leader and express our appreciation of the understanding he displays of 
the Arab cause. 

President Giscard tTEstaing took a brave stand when he called for the 
recognition of the Palestinians' right to self-determination and total Israel 
withdrawal from all the occupied Arab territories. Hie specifications he 
pul forward for a comprehensive settlement are balanced ones and. 
according to our understanding, mean the following: 

— That the Camp Dav id process is not qualified to go ahead with deciding 
the Palestinians' future against their will, and it has not the right to dn so. 

— That the talks the French president is calling lor are the alternative to 
that process and that the Camp David parties should accept this alter- 
native. without hindering the refrain from negotiations, and even join 
them. « 

The question which arises here is: what can the European countries do 
il the Camp David group opposes the proposed negotiations? 

AL DUSTOUR: The principles announced by France and adopted by the 
European countries to solve the Arab- Israeli conflict will surely be 
exposed in cJ forts at disruption, deception and pressure from Zionist 
elements in Europe and America, and they mav even receive explicit 
denunciation from Washington. But peace in this region should be more 
dear to France and its partners in the European group than Israel and its 
allies in the LS.S. 

Arab-Eumpean relations are too precious to he sacrificed in a capitu- 
lation to Israeli intransigence or to flatter Washington, which has become 
a captive in the hands of Israel. 

The French president realises the importance of the political and 
moral position King Hussein and Jordan hold at the Arab level. He also 
realises that Jordan wants a comprehensive peace, which derives its via- 
bility from fairness to all parties. President Valery Giscard d'Estaing 
knows very well that Jordan, like France, holds on to its principles and 
neither neglects them nor bargains with them. Therefore, his negotiations 
with King Hu<isein. which basically emanate from the two leaders' mutual 
characteristics, enhanced by the spirit of friendship, frankness and mutual 
Confidence, should establish a solid basis for further cooperation between 
the two countries, in all fields -* and lor breaking the deadlock in the 
Middle East resulting from Camp David. We can then move on towards 
the desired peace.

Last Arabs leave Jerusalem’s Jewish quarter

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM - At 
a rime when many Israeli politi- 
cians are pressing for rhe right of 
Jews to move back into the 
occupied Arab town of Hebron 
the -last Arab family living in the 
heart of the expensi vely renovated 
Jewish quarter of East Jerusalem 
has been forced to accept com- 
pensation and leave. 

According to Israeli sources, 
some 800 Arab families lived in 
the picturesque quarter of the Old 
City before it was “annexed" by 


Israel during the 1967 war. Their 
properties have been gradually 
taken over by Jews, who have 
turned the area into one of the 
smartest neighbourhoods in 
Jerusalem. 

As long ago as 1974, Mr. Ayub 
Khamis Tutunji appealed ro the 
Israeli High Court against 
attempts by the Jewish Quarter 
Development Corporation, to 
evict him from the rented family 
house, a two-storev building with 
six rooms, which overlooks both

At the time, Mr. Tutunji, 
claimed that the eviction was 
racist because it was being aimed 
specifically at Arabs. The court 
rejected his appeal and supported 
the corporation, which argued 
that Mr. Tutunji did not meet the 
criteria for residence in the quar- 
ter. which had been expropriated 
by the Israeli Government for 
“public needs”. 

Ever since, Mr. Tutunji has 
been resisting attempts to per- 
suade him to accept compensation 
and move into an alternative 
home in an Arab district. But this 
week, only three hours before he 
and the 1 3 members of his family 
were due to be evicted by the 
Israeli security forces, he agreed 
to accept a new compensation 
offer of $110,000 and move. 

Mr. Tutunji made clear to 
reporters that he had been forced 
to move against his will from a 
house, where he had been living 


since 1935, well before the fall of ^ 
the Jewish quarter in the war of j 
independence. 

“1 am a Jerusalemite", he wid. 
speaking in Hebrew. "I want to 
remain here. When a Jew loves 
Jerusalem, it is considered a 
spiritual value. An Arab who 
loves Jerusalem is suspected of 
supporting the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation”. 

The widely publicised decision 
to force the family to leave their 
home has angered both Arabs and i 
Israelis. Writing in the inde- jj 
pendent Hebrew newspaper, jj 
Haarvrz. Mr. Amos Elon, thep 
Israeli author, declared: | 

“The heart shudders in the face$ 
of the violence of a regime which.- 
makes claims of Jcwish-Arab 
coexistence and which, in the very 
day's that it tries to allow Jews into 
the heart of Hebron, insists on the 
expulsion of the last Arab family 
from the reconstructed old quar- 
ter of Jerusalem”.

Federation of business women’s clubs 
work to improve status of women

AMMAN, March 8 -- When Mrs. 
In'am Mufti founded the Business 
and Professional Women's club in 
Jerusalem in 1966 (which club was 
dissolved after the Israeli occu- 
pation). and initiated the Nablus 
branch, she couldn't have 
imagined she would also be found- 
ing one in Amman twelve years 
later. Neither could she foretell 
that this organisation would 
expand and win international rec- 
ognition. But Mrs. Mufti, now the 
minister of social development, 
certainly was a visionary. 

More than one hundred women 
in Amman. Kcrak and Madaha 
now work for the improvement of 
the status of women, together with 
the promotion of peace, progress 
and cooperation and under- 
standing among women's associ- 
ations in different countries. 
These are the concerns of the Bus- 
iness and Professional Women's 
Clubs. 

The three clubs — three is the 
prerequisite number for affiliation 

— recently became a national fed- 
eration. This occasion was spe- 
cially celebrated at the traditional 
candle-lighting ceremony, held by 
every country in the same manner 
during the last week of February. 
The candles symbolise the 
endeavour of dedicated women in 
all lands: white candles arc lit to 
represent national federations, 
and blue ones for countries where 
there is at least one associate club. 
In Jordan, the celebration was 
held under the patronage of Her 
Majesty Queen Noor, the hon- 
orary president of the national 
federation. 

Jordan is about lo become a 
member of the International Fed- 
eration of Business and Pro- 
fessional Women, which now 
includes clubs in 37 countries 
(there are associate clubs in 28 
other countries). The certification 
of approval is expected in May. 
the month in which the organ- 
isation will hold its yearly con- 
gress. It will also be the occasion of 
its Golden Jubilee, which will be 
celebrated in Montreux, Swit- 
zerland. 

The federations plans fur the 
(USDs include making nurseries 
and kindergartens available for 
working mothers so that they will 
-be able to work with their minds at 
ease about their children, and will 
be stimulated to fulfill both roles 

— as mothers and as working 
women - at the same time. To 


shoulder “communal, local, 
national, and international 
responsibilities’*: “acquire edu- 
cation, occupational training, and 
advanced training”: and enable 
women to “use their capacities 
and intelligence for the advantage 
of others as well as themselves”, 
are among ihe general aims of the 
federation. 

Besides the establishment of 
nurseries and kindergartens, the 
federation plans to train house- 
wives and provide them with the 
equipment to take care of their 
neighbour's children — under 
supervision — while the children's 
mothers are at work. 

Another 3int is “equal oppor- 
tunities for women in economic, 
civic and political life” and the 
“removal of discrimination”. A 
committee of women lawyers is 
evaluating the labour law — now 
under revision — and will put for- 
ward legislative proposals in keep- 
ing with the aims of the organ- 
isation. These proposals will be 
discussed with officials at a higher 
level throughout the process of the 
redrafting of the law. 

The International Federation of 
Business 3nd Professional Women 
was formed in Geneva in 1930. 
and is the most influential organ- 
isation of its kind in the world. It is 


the voice of business and pro- 
fessional women al the United 
Nations and its organisations: the 
U.N. Economic and Social Coun- 
cil (Ecosoc): and the U.N. Edu- 
cational.

COPENHAGEN March 8 (API-India's Prakash Padukone 
ousted Danish world champion Flemming Delfs 18-14, 18-8

{$35,000) Danish Open Badminton championships. For the title, 



Padukone will meet Denmark's Morten Frost who used his 
superior speed and great retrieving power to defeat Indonesian 
veteran Rudy Hartono 15-12, 18-14 in the other semifinals. 

Prakash, playing an elegant game with a very low rate of errors, 
came from behind in the First set to even the score at 13-13 after 
the Dane had held what seemed a commanding lead. In the 
second the Indian played flawlessly, chasing Delfs about the court 
to lead S-2. 12-6 and 14-7. Delfs rallied to make it 14-8 and 
survive two matchpoints before finally succumbing when netting a 
sizzling smash from Padukone. 

At 31, Hartono showed much of the brilliance that gave him the 
all England title a record eight times, but in the long run he could 
not stand up to the power and speed of Frost. The Dane, one of 
the fastest bandminton player in the world, covered his court 
extremely well and deliberately planned for a lengthy duel to tire 
Hartono who led 8-5 in the first set. but then trailed all the way. 

Everest climbers sighted yeti prints 

NEW DELHI. India March 8 |AP)~Mcmbersofa Polish exped- 
ition who recently scaled Mount Everest claimed they saw foot- 
prints of a “yeti'" the legendary abominable snowman during their 
climb. *‘I lost my balance when I heard about yeti's foon prints at 
an altitude of 5.500 metres", Andrezej Zawada told Indian 
reporters yesterday. 

At first, Zawada. a geophysicist, said he didn't believe the 
reports of the sighting by team members “ because there are so 
many jokes abour the yeti." So he sent the team doctor, “a quiet, 
intelligent man" to the spot to verify the report. “The climber 
photographed the footprints. “ Each print was 36 centimetres long 
and 17 centimetres wide," Zawada added. 

He said that the depth of the print in the snow indicated that the 


creature was" verv heavy" and tall. The footprints were one metre 
apart from each other. Zawada's expedition was the first lo con- 
quer the S.S48-metrc-high mountain in winter. 

irishman hopes to repeat cross-country win 

PARIS, March 8 ( R l- John T rcacy. a young Irishman with only a 
modest record as a track athlete, attempts to win the world cross- 
country championships for the third year in a row at Longchamp 
race course here tomorrow. 

The 22-year-old Treaty's lack of achievement on the track 
contrasts sharply with his remarkable success in one of athletics' 
toughest events at an age when most cross-country runners are 
still maturing. Two years ago in Glasgow he became the youngest 
ever winner of the world title and he won again lost year in 
Limerick. Ireland, despite a mid-raqc fall. 

The main opposition to Treacy is expected to come from the 
other top Europeans, men like 1977 champion Leon Schots of 
Belgium. Wales's Tony Simmons, in the top eight for the last four 
years, and Russian Alexander Antipov third last year and second 
the year before. American Craig Virgin, 13th in 1979 and sixth in 
1978. is among the most fancied of the non- Europeans. 

But Treacy, reflecting his surprising maturity as a runner over 
rhe country, refuses to be intimidated by any of them. “J l'ear no 
one in particular, just the men who arc still with me after two 
miles." he savs.“l feel I have a good chance of retaining the title." 

The race distance tomorrow is 1 1 .9 kilometres nearly seven and 
a half miles) over the gentle gradients of Longchamp race course 
where the runners are normally thoroughbred horses.

Republican presidential 
campaign enters crucial 
series of U.S. primaries 

CHARLESTON, South Carolina, March 8 (R)-The 
1980 Republican presidential campaign today 
entered a crucial series of southern state primaries 
where popular conservative Mr. Ronald Reagan 
hopes to destroy two rivals in one mighty effort.

Newspaper polls and political 
professionals rated the former 
California governor the solid 
favourite over Mr. George Bush 
and Mr. John Connally in voting in 
the Repub] icans-only primary in 
South Carolina, the ultra- 
conservative state where the Civil 
War started. 

Mr. Reagan was also considered 
the man to beat on Tuesday in 
Republican primaries in Florida, 
Georgia and Alabama, other deep 
south states considered his natural 
stronghold. 

But a loss or even a narrow vic- 
tory in South Carolina could hurt 
him in those states and encourage 
yet another challenger, former 
President Mr. Gerald Ford, to 
enter the race. 

Mr. Ford, who barely beat Mr. 
Reagan for the Republican nomi- 
nation four years ago, has said he 
may well declare himself a can- 
didate larer this month after he has 
seen the results of the next few 
primaries. 

Mr. Ford today met campaign 
strategist John Sears in Palm 
Springs, California in what is 
regarded as a first step towards 
announcing his candidacy in the 
Republican contest. 


After the meeting at his lux- 
urious desert home, Mr. Ford said 
that Mr. Sears' views on whether 
he should enter the election were 
very interesting. But he gave no 
indication he had reached a deci- 
sion. t 

The democrats hold no primary 
in South Carolina and resume 
their fray on Tuesday in the other 
three deep south states. President 
Carter, who hails from Georgia, is 
the overwhelming favourite over 
Senator Edward Kennedy in all 
three contests. 

This left the focus on the 
Republican race. All four south- 
ern primaries were crucial to the 
strategies of Republican leaders, 
and were life-and-death political 
affairs for one, Mr. Connally. 

The silver-haired former treas- 
ury secretary and Texas governor, 
who was wounded in the fusillade 
that killed President John Ken- 
nedy in Dallas in 1963, has gone 
all-out, especially in South 
Carolina. 

A fifth and sixth-place finisher 
in aU the earlier contests. Mr. 
Connally has declared South 
Carolina the state where he will 
cut deeply into Mr. Reagan's con- 
servative support and prove him- 



Turkish customs begins 
sale of confiscated goods 


ANKARA, March S (R) - Mar- 
tial law forces, backed by 
armoured cars, were called in to 
maintain order as Turkish customs 
put millions of dollars worth of 
confiscated foreign goods on sale 
in a department store here yes- 
terday. 

The authorities had to call off 
the sale after two hours with 
thousands of Turks, including 
many from far-off towns and vil- 
lages, crowding into the state- 
owned Gima store in the centre of 
the city. 

Yesterday's offer of electronic 
goods was the first stage of a gov- 
ernment plan to earn some $350 
million worth of lira from goods 
held in Ankara customs sheds for 
years. 

Martial law troops in combat 
gear and carrying automatic rifles 
kept back more shoppers as three 
armoured care rolled up in front of 
the store. 

One was driven up the steps 
outside the main entrance and its 
.machine gun pointed at the crowd. 
But there was no violence, only 
pushing and shoving as tiie rush 
began for foreign-made radios, 
television sets and other electronic 
goods. 

Turkey has imported only 
essential raw materials for more 
than a year because of a soaring 
trade deficit and a shortage of 
foreign currency. 

After two hours of chaos, with 
central Ankara traffic totally 
blocked by the throng, the sale 
was stopped. 

A state radio broadcast said it 
would be continued later, but 
staggered over several days and in 
several shops. 

Goods held by the Ankara cus- 
toms range from smuggled 'mini- 
ature calculators and ping pong 


balls to weapons, cars and an- 
ancient tractor pre-dating the 
50-year-old republic, according to 
press reports. 

They also include tons of items 
which .arrived in Turkey legally as 
foreigners' personal effects but 
which were held by customs and 
eventually abandoned by their 
owners in the face of the lengthy 
delays by Turkish bureaucracy.

Mr. Anderson, who is from 
Illinois, was not on the ballot in 
South Carolina and was not 
actively contesting the other three 
southern primaries. 


BOGOTA, March S (R) - A spokesman for 
left-wing M-19 guerrillas holding more than 30 
hostages in the Dominican Republic embassy said 
no more captives would be released in the near 
future and warned that negotiations could drag on 
for two weeks or more. 

The guerrilla spokesman - identified - as 
“Commander One” — said there were more than 
30 guerrillas inside the building, which they 
stormed during a diplomatic party on Feb. 27. 

Since then they have released 24 people, but are 
still holding more than 30, including 12 ambas- 
sadors. _ 

Commander One accused the Colombian 
authorities of stalling during negotiations. He said 
Lhe guerrillas had made concrete proposals. 

The third round of talks ended yesterday, with 
no apparent result. The government said further 
talks would be held next week, but gave no date. 

An official communique said two Foreign 
Ministry officials talked with a masked woman 
guerrilla in a van parked outside the embassy and 
put forward a detailed explanation of the official 
position. 

“The representative of the occupiers of the 
(embassy) reiterated their position," it added, 
without giving any further details. 


In exchange for the hostages, the guerrillas 
want $S0 million, the release of at least 311 palit- . 
ical detainees, withdrawal of troops around the 1 
embassy and publication of a manifesto. j 

Austrian Ambassador Edgar Selzer. held hos- 
tage for eight days with other diplomats at the 
Dominican Republic embassy, returned home 
yesterday and called for a peaceful end to the 
• embassy occnpation by left-wing guerrillas. 

The guerrillas of the M-19 group released Dr. 
Selzer Thursday because his wife was seriously ill 
in Austria. ' 

“My strongest wish is that those who arc able to 
do something good will try with all peaceful means 
to solve this affair,*' the exhausted ambassador 
told reporters at Vienna airport. "Anything else 
could end in catastrophe." 

Dr. Selzer said the hostages were all in good 
condition and were being treated well. 

The ambassador, who took up his post last 
October, said the guerrillas were keeping dip- 
lomats in separate rooms from non-diplomats, 
and had imposed a daily schedule so derailed that 
it specified when each hostage could use the bat- 
hroom. 

“At the moment, the situation in the embassy is 
calm, and life goes on in an orderly fashion," he 
said. 


Morocco to be excluded from African 
leaders’ 2-day conference on Sahara 


BAMAKO, March 8 (R)- Heads 
of state of six African countries 
meet in the capital of Mali today 
for a two-day summit conference 
on the Sahara. 

But Morocco, still fighting a 
four-year-old guerrilla war in the 
western desert against the 
Polisario independence move- 
ment. has been excluded from the 
meeting, informed sources said. 

The six countries — Algeria, 
Chad, the Libyan Jaraahiriyah. 


Mali, Mauritania, and Niger — 
rejected a Moroccan request to 
attend the summit and are 
expected to pledge support for the 
Polisario Front. 

Morocco's request was turned 
down during a preparatory minis- 
terial meeting, the sources said. 

The six nations are attempting 
to create a formal framework for 
regional cooperation based on his- 
torical bedouin links in the Sahara 
Desert, and will also review what

IKI ISLAND, Japan, March 8 (R) 
The dolphins struck back today at 
Japanese fishermen who have 
caused an international outcry by 
slaughtering hundreds of the 
tuna-preying mammals on beaches 
here. 

About 4,000 dolphins massed 
around this Korean strait island, 
forcing fishing boats bade to port 
empty-handed only a day after 
fishermen slashed and stabbed to' 
death a big school of dolphins 
trapped by nets along the shore.

Leader of Rhodesia’s whites gives 
indication of plan to stay in politics 


SALISBURY, March 8 <R) - 
Rhodesian white leader Ian 
Smith, defiant to the last, yes- 
terday gave a dear indication that 
he planned to remain in politics in 
spite of the massive election vic- 
tory of arch-foe Robert Mugabe 
and the advent of majority rule he 
once swore to resist for 1.000 
years. 

The former pre raier was speak- 
ing at his first press conference 
since Mr. Mugabe's landslide win 
was announced last Tuesday. 

Asked if he would serve in the 
coalition government Mr. Mugabe 
is assembling, he said: “ Much as I 
would like to avoid it... if anyone 
in Rhodesia today is called upon 
to serve the country he has no 
choice." 

Mr. Smith said he would “love 
to get out of politics" but denied 
reports that his resignation had 
been demanded by Mr. Mugabe in 
return for white seats in a new 
Zimbabwe cabinet. “I will go at 
the appropriate time," he said. 

Almost four years ago Mr. 
Smith vowed: “I don’t believe in 
majority rule, black majority rule, 
ever in Rhodesia, not in a 
thousand years.” ,

But last week's elections ended 
nine decades of white supremacy 
and gave Mr. Mugabe the lead- 
ership of the war-battered coun- 
try's first true majority-rule gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Mugabe's ZANLA (Zim- 
babwe African National Lib- 
eration Army) guerrillas bore the 
brunt of the fighting in the just- 
ended seven-year bush war that 
forced the elections on Mr. Smith 
and his moderate black allies. 

The white leader paid only 
grudging homage to Mr. Mugabe’s 


victory. “Provided he and his 
party live up to their commitments 
there is hope,’’ he said. 

Seeking to head oft an exodus of 
whites, many of whom have been 
apprehensive about their future 
under the radical Mr. Mugabe, 
Mr. Smith cautioned his followers 
against hasty action. “The only 
advice is wait and see. You never 
solve problems by running away." 

He called for the inclusion of 
whites in a new Zimbabwe gov- 
ernment, as Mr. Mugabe has 
already suggested. 

It is uncertain however whether 
any whites in the new government 
would necessarily come from Mr. 
Smith's Rhodesian Front, which 
controls all 20 seats allocated to 
the minority in the 100-member 
Zimbabwe assembly. 

Mr. Smith called on his fol- 
lowers to eschew “recriminations 
for deeds gone by and work 
togerher with our fellow coun- 
trymen to make a success of this 
new venture." 

But he indirectly attacked Mr. 
Mugabe, suggesting that his rise to 
power might not give Rhodesia 
“the chance we were looking for., 
to perfect democracy.” 


Italy swept by wave of scandals

ROME— A Wave of scan- 
dals has erupted in Italy 
and cast dark clouds over 
cabinet ministers, savings 
banks and even the coun- 
try's revered soccer play- 
ers. 


Each day brings further alleg- 
ations — referred to under such 
names as “balck funds,” “white 
funds.” “doctored books” and the 
“betting fix” — that have shaken 
the faith of ordinary Italians in 
some of their most cherished 
institutions. 

One newspaper summed up the- 
dismal state of affairs with banner! 
headline “poVera Italia” (poor 
Italy).' 

In the past few weeks: 

— Three construction tycoons 
fled the country in their private jet 
ahead of arrest warrants. They 
allegedly Ieft-feehind unpaid debts 
and accumulated interest of 160 
billion lire ($190 million). 

" A cabinet minister quit . tinder 
fire after an admission -d&t*. be 
accepted campaign funds from the ; 


missing tycoons for the long- 
dominant Christian Democrat 
Party. 

— Police roused 38 bank pres- 
idents and businessmen from their 
beds ar dawn in nationwide arrests 
for allegedly loaning money to 
friends or political allies without 
obtaining adequate guarantees. 

Italy has reeled under vaious 
scandals in recent years. President 
Giovanni Leone resigned in 1978 
in the wake of press allegations of 
tax evasion and other financial 
irregularities, a former defence 
minister went to jail in the Loc- 
kheed payoffs scandal and, last 
December, Saudi Arabia halted 
an oil deal after published reports 
that the Italian state energy group 
made a payoff of $115 million to- 
secure the contract. 

“It's the end of an era,” said 
author Luigi Barzim, who chroni- 
cled scandals of an earlier day in 
his best-seller “The Italians.” 
"Italy has gone through the 
so-called fat cow years in which- 
everything was permitted to peo- 
ple who had sufficient political 
backing,” Mr. Barzini said. “Sud- 
denly, this protection has vanished 
and, as we say in Italy, ‘all the 
knots have come to the comb’.”. - 
. Even soccer has been btft*. 
mirched. The nation has been 


stunned by allegations that 27 
stars, some of whom cam over 200 
million lire ($220,000) a year, 
accepted bribes ro influence the 
outcome of games. 

That not only hurt the young- 
sters who wait for their heroes 
outside the dressing rooms on 
Sundays, but shocked adults who 
participate each week in the 
state -run soccer pools. 

No charges have been filed yet 
and all the players have declared 
tbeir innocence, although one 
admitted he accepted a check, 
explaining h was only to buy a gold 
watch. 

Fans have already turned on the 
former untouchables. At a week- 
day practice for the Lazio team of 
Rome, several hundred shouted 
“thieves,” "shame” and other 
insults. 

The financial scandals are 
deeply rooted in Italy's patronage 
system, where abuses continue 
despite a 1974 law providing 
public financing of political par- 
ties. 

The missing builders, the Cal- 
tagirone brothers, were known to 
be close to the Christian Demo- 
crats and reportedly often hosted 
lavish parties for leading politi- 
cians at their villas in Italy and the 
French Riviera or as apartment hi 
New York. They built up a prop- 


erty empire, obtaining funds from 
the state central savings institute, 
Italcasse. Liquidation proceedings 
have now been starred against 19 
companies controlled by the 
Sicilian-born brothers, and they 
face charges of fraudulent ban- 
kruptcy. 

TTie former management of 
Italcasse had been convicted of 
using the bank's funds to make 
illegal contributions to political 
parties. These were known as 
“black funds’ because the money 
involved was not recorded in the 
bank's books. 

As the Caltragirone con- 
troversy simmered, and news- 
papers questioned whether they 
were tipped off that arrest war- 
rants were about to be issued, Mr. 
Franco Evangclisti, the minister of 
merchant marine, was quoted in 
an interview as saying that he 
accepted campaign money from 
one of the brothers. 

After -the Communist Party 
threatened to ask for a vote of con- 
fidence in the government, Mr. 
Evangelisti, a dose assodate of 
former premier Giulio Andreorti, 
resigned. 

The bankers were picked up in a 
“white funds” scandal — that Is* 
the controversial loam were fully L 
.accounted for, 
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400 boats put out this morning. 

“But they soon came back say- 
ing they could not fish because of 
the presence of some 4,000 dol- 
phins," he said. 

No dolphins were captured 
today, the spokesman said. 

Despite the international pro- 
tests, the fishermen have said they 
will continue killing dolphins 
because they threaten their liveli- 
hood by eating millions of dollars 
worth of fish a year.

Informed sources here said the 
decision to prevent Morocco from 
attending the summit meant that 
the six Saharan nations were deny- 
ing the Moroccans any historical 
role in the region, and acting to 
isolate Morocco on the Western 
Sahara issue.

BREST, France, March 8 (R) -- Rescue ships today hunted for 
missing crewmen from the 18,000 ton oil tanker Tanio which broke 
in two in mountainous seas off the Brittany coast yesterday. Four 
men are still missing from the Madagascar-registered tanker, which 
was carrying 26,000 tons of refined fuel from the West German port 
of WiDhelmshaven to Civita Vecchia, Italy. So Far four bodies have 
been recovered, and 31 crewmen rescued safely. Coastguard officials 
estimate that between 2,000 and 3,000 tons of oil have leaked from 
the wreckage into the sea, causing a three-kilqraetre-long slick. The 
Tanio broke up near the scene of the world's worst tanker pollution 
disaster. The Amoco Cadiz ran aground off the Brittany coast 18 
months ago, and 220,000 tons of crude oil drifted onto the French 
coastline. 


PEKING, March S (R) -- Almost one-eighth of humanity stopped 
work roday when China’s 500 million women took the day off to 
celebrate International Women's Day. In a report to mark the occa- 
sion, the New China News Agency said there were now 4.7 million 
women cadres or officials in China, ten times the number before the 
‘ communists came to power in 1949. But it also revealed there was 
now a smaller proportion of women in China's parliament, the 
National People’s Congress. Despite efforts to increase female 
involvement, the Chinese political scene remains dominated by men 
except in areas which traditionally concern women. Only one of 
China’s 17 vice-premiers is a woman. She is Chen Muhua, head of the 
government's birth control group, who is also involved in economic 
work. 


NEW DELHI, March 8 (AP) — The head of the U.N. Food and 
Agriculture Organisation (FAO) said today he intended to put the 
squeeze on surplus countries for a world buffer stock of grain. “There 
is no use having food stocks in surplus countries like the United 
States or Canada if they cannot reach places where they are needed,” 
Mr. Edouard Saouma, the Finnish-born FAO director-general, told 
reporters after his arrival here. "We hope to squeeze developed 
countries a little more on the issue of food security,” Mr. Saouma 
said. But without efficient transport facilities, a proposed world food 
security system would be difficult to devise, he added. Mr. Saouma, 
who arrived here for a meeting of Asian and Pacific agriculture 
ministers on regional food production, said the world buffer stocks 
would be used for areas hit by drought and other natural calamities. 
The two-day conference was scheduled to open Monday. 


BANGKOK, March 8 (R)--The number of Kampucheans moving to — 
the Thai border in seardi of food has risen dramatically in the past ten iiv 
days, relief agency and diplomatic sources said yesterday.

According to diplomatic sources, the number of people assembled - 
near the main cross-border food distribution centre at Noon Chan :h 
has trebled in two weeks to 60,000. The sources said that until the ■ 
end of last week, the International Committee of the Red Cross 
(ICRC) and the United Nations Children's Fund (UNICEF) gave 
rice supplies to between 13,000 and 14,000 people about three times 
a week. This week the figure exceeded 20,000. But another 40,000 - 
Kampucheans were in the area awaiting food to take back to friends * 
and relatives in tbeir homeland. They are given daily subsistence 
rations. International agencies plan to ship about 200,000 tons of rice 
to Kampuchea this year to avert a repetition of last year's famine.
